Superintending School Committee 


Fellow Citizens of Fremont : 


I respectfully submit the following report, While there has been 
no great change in the management of our schools, during the: past 
year, our teachers have labored faithfully and, judiciously, gaining 
the affections, and commanding the respect of the great majority of 
their pupils, whose steady improvement has, as a natural conse- 
quence, been secured. The schools in each district have had the ad- 
ditional advantages obtained by employing the same teacher for 
both terms, andthe exercises at the closing examinations of the 
different schools have been very creditable to teachers and _ scholars. 
In the matter of attendance, while the registers show a larger num- 
ber of pupils not absent one-half day than during the previous year, 
the average attendance is but little different, and the instances of 


_ tardiness are altogether too numerous. 


Some changes have been made in text books, but only such as I 
believe were needed. The Readers in use at the commencement of 
the year have gone out of general use throughout the state, while 


‘many scholars in our own schools had books of a different series. 
_Itis of course essential that the schools be properly classed, and 


this was accomplished by the introduction of the series of Readers 
nowin use. I have also instructed teachers to insist upon the use 
of the series of engraved copy books introduced several years ago, 
but which had mostly fallen into disuse, 'to the great detriment of 


those studying penmanship. 


In conclusion I beg leave to suggest that while we have no rea- 
son to feel ashamed of our schools, there is room for great improve- 
ments in their surroundings, some need larger, better ventilated, and 


Pleasanter school rooms, all would be benefitted by the use of maps, 
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charts, and other illustrative apparatus. It is true that those things 

cost money, but how can we make a better investment of money 
than in the proper education of the young, and it is to be remember- 
ed that the majority of our citizens receive no tuition but that of the 

common schoois. I am aware that education, as a subject of ex- 

amination day orations and written reports, was worn and stale 

years ago, but the fact still commands our attention, that the general 

diffusion of knowledge among the people of any community or State 

is the most powerful agent to promote their happiness and prosper- 

ity. It is a matter of vital interest to us all as patriotic citizens, for 

itis literally true that ‘‘the common schocl is.the foundation of the 

republic.”
